Every  person  in  the  habit  of  consulting  "  Peerages  "  is  aware,  that 
previous  to  the  publication  of  this  work,  the  Children  of  Peers 
were  always  described  under  the  heads  of  their  respectiv  e  families. 
Formerly,  if  the  reader  sought  any  information  respecting  this  branch 
of  the  titled  classes,  it  was  essential  that  he  should  first  ascertain  to 
what  particular  noble  house,  out  of  the  whole  number  (about  GOO),  the 
subject  of  his  inquiry  belonged  ;  and  this  itself  often  happened  to 
be  the  very  fact  he  was  seeking.  In  the  attempt  to  attain  this  pre- 
liminary knowledge  he  was  condemned  to  the  necessity  of  ex- 
amining half  a  dozen  lists,  and  finally  referred  to  perhaps  as  many 
titles,  under  some  one  or  other  of  which  the  required  particulars 
were  supposed  to  be  included.  Still  he  enjoyed  no  certainty  of 
finding  the  object  of  his  search,  for  the  same  surname  frequently 
belongs  to  eight  or  ten  distinct  families  at  once  ;  thus — 

Ten  Peers  and  their  children  bear  the  name  of  Hamilton. 

Nine  Peers  and  their  children  bear  the  name  of  Stewart  or  Stuart. 

Eight  Peers  and  their  children  bear  the  name  of  Douglas.

The  practice  of  assuming  surnames — so  prevalent  amongst  persons 
who  have  wealth  to  bequeath  or  inherit — inflicted  upon  the  unassisted 
reader  another  element  of  perplexity  ;  for  some  two  hundred  mem- 
bers of  noble  houses  have  assumed  surnames  before,  after,  or  in  lieu 
of  their  paternal  designations.  While  these  facts  are  borne  in  mind, 
it  can  scarcely  be  asserted  that,  under  the  old  system,  any  informa- 
tion respecting  the  junior  branches  of  noble  houses  could  be  reached 
with  facility. 

This  branch  of  the  titled  classes,  though  not  so  exalted  in  station, 
are  sometimes  more  wealthy  and  have  always  been  more  numerous 
than  the  Peers  themselves.  The  uncles,  the  aunts,  the  children  and 
the  grandchildren  belonging  to  noble  houses  are  several  thousands  in 
number,  while  the  Peers  only  number  some  600.  They  have  a  common 
bond  of  connexion  in  the  fact  that  their  titles  are  enjoyed  BY  courtesy 
alone  ;  and  this  striking  characteristic  seemed  to  the  author  of  these 
pages  to  justify  the  change  which,  he  introduced  for  the  first  time  into 
this  work.  To  supersede  the  use  of  complicated  indices — to  spare 
the  reader  the  perplexity  of  double,  triple,  and  quadruple  refer- 
ences— has  been  the  leading  idea  in  the  production  of  this  work; 
that  object  has  been  here  attained,  by  removing  the  children  of 
every  Peer  from  beneath  the  paternal  wing,  and  collecting  the  whole 
of  them  together  in  an  alphabetical  dictionary  of  their  own.  In  thi9

These  have  recently  been  added  to  this  Fart  ;  but  Judges, 
Members  of  Executive  and  Legislative  Councils  in  Colonies  possessing 
responsible  government,  and  others  who  bear  the  title  in  virtue  of 
their  office,  find  no  place  in  either  Part  unless  bearing  other  titles. 

The  arrangement  adopted  is  strictly  alphabetical  with  reference 
first  fed  surnames  and  then  to  Christian  names  ;  I.  and  J,,  U.  and  V., 
are  respectively  treated  as  distinct  letters  ;  every  Mac,  Mc,  Me,  will 
be  found  as  if  spelt  in  full  Mac;  every  St,  is  classified  as  Saint  ; 
every  compound  surname  will  be  found  by  means  of  its  lasl  member, 
with  the  exception  of  the  particle  De  (or  Des),  which  is  allowed  to 
maintain  its  initial  pre-eminence.

The  following  Ladles  were  each  possessed  of  a  Courtesy  Title  in  right  of  a  first 
marriage,  and  enjoyed  a  corresponding  precedence;  but  they  have,  strictly 
speaking,  lost  both  by  contracting  a  second  alliance;  for  it  is  held  that  what- 
soever, in  this  respect,  a  woman  gains  by  marriage  she  loses  by  marriage — eodem 
modo  qun  quid  constiiuititr,  dissolvitur.  Nevertheless,  as  the  widows  belonging  to 
some  other  ranks  are  fully  entitled  to  the  honours  and  precedence  springing  from 
their  first  husbands — as  moreover  many  of  these  ladies  are  in  the  habit 
of  retaining  some  titular  prefix — and  as  they  are  too  few  in  number  to  origi- 
nate, or  be  the  subject  of  a  usage,  it  is  perhaps  no  very  great  concession  for 
the  world  to  yield  them  the  courtesy  titles  of  their  first  husbands.  Their  names 
have  therefore  been  recorded  in  the  preceding  pages  under  the  titles  of  their 
titled  husbands,  and  for  convenience  of  reference  are  here  placed  in  alphabetical 
order  under  the  names  of  their  last  or  present  husbands.

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TITLES  DORMANT  AND  TITLES  IN 
ABEYANCE. 

Ancient  Baro:  I  SB  in  the  English  Peerage,  created  only  by  Writ 
of  Summons,  arc  heritable  by  female  heirs.  A  single  daughter, 
if.  heir,  inherits  on  the  death  of  her  father ;  if  there  be  more  than 
one  daughter  the  Poeragc  "falls  into  abeyance  "  between  all  tho 
daughters  equally,  and  ordinarily  so  remains  until  the  entire  issue, 
male  and  female,  is  exhausted  of  all  the  said  daughters  except  of 
one.  As  soon  as  that  happens,  then,  the  heir  amongst  the 
descendants  of  the  remaining  (laughter  at  once  inherits.  The 
same  result  sometimes  occurs  through  the  marriage  of  two  heirs. 
There  are  at  present  two  small  people  who  if  they  were  to  marry 
and  have  a  son,  would  at  their  deaths  jointly  leave  to  that  son 
some  half-dozen  Peerages  which,  though  now  in  abeyance,  would 
then  at  once  emerge  in  the  ordinary  course. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  to  wait  for  nature  to  extinguish  rival 
heirs.  The  King  can  at  any  moment  he  chooses  determine  the 
abeyance  in  favour  of  any  one  of  the  co-heirs  merely  by  command- 
ing the  issue  of  a  Writ  of  Summons  addressed  to  that  co-heir,  who 
at  once  succeeds  to  the  old  Peerage  with  the  old  precedence.  This 
action  is  taken  from  time  to  time,  and  consequently  it  becomes 
a  matter  of  interest  to  note  who  are  co-heirs  to  Peerage?  of  this 
character.  This  I  have  endeavoured  to  show  to  some  extent  in 
the  following  section  of  the  work.  But  in  putting  the  information 
forward  the  reservation  must  be  made  that  few  of  the  pedigrees 
which  havo  been  used  are  really  thoroughly  tested.  They  have 
been  taken  from  ordinary  printed  books,  and  in  pedigrees 
extending  over  four  and  five  centuries  the  opportunity  of  error 
is  great.  Most  would  need  to  "  stand  firo"  before  the  Committee 
for  Privile..  >s.  Some  of  the  Peerages  also  which  I  have  included 
as  in  aheyo  ice  rest  only  upon'my  own  view  of  various  points  of 
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law,  and  would  involvo  judicial  decisions  thereupon  before  they 
could  bo  brought  into  enjoyment. 

To  tho  abeyant  Peerages  various  others  have  been  added  which 
aro  either  dormant  or  under  attainder.  Of  sueh  of  these  latter, 
however,  as  aro  included  herein  it  would  probably  bo  found 
possible  to  obtain  a  reversal  of  the  forfeitures.  But  the  enjoyment 
of  any  Peerage  in  this  section  involves  tho  prior  formal  claim 
thereto,  and  the  consequent  officia 1  adjudication  thereupon:  and 
that  being  so,  one  can  leave  this  part  of  the  book  as  no  more  than 
the  attempt  to  collect  and  supply  information  probably  accurate 
and  doubtless  of  no  little  interest  rathor  than  as  a  statement  of 
proved  and  adjudicated  fact  which  it  is  not,  and  which  it  would 
in  the  bulk  of  these  cases  bo  wholly  impossible  to  put  forward.

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TERMS  RELATING  TO  RANKS. 


In  the  following  page?  is  a  summary  description,  in  alphabetical  order,  of 
the  various  ranks  wliieli  confer  titles  upon  individuals;  together  with  a  brief 
account  of  a  few  terms  which  frequently  occur  in  the  personal  mcu'oirs  of 
each  possessor  of  these  dignities : — 


Abeyance. — When  the  possessor  of  a  | 
barony  which  had  been  created  by  writ 
o!'  summons,  dies  without  issue  male, 
his  (laughters  become  li is  "co-heirs," 
and  the  barony  falls  into  "abeyance" 
amongst  them.  In  this  condition  it  will 
remain — unenjoyed  by  any  of  them,  yet 
undestroyed — until  death  or  the  favour 
of  the  Crown  "  terminates  the  abeyance." 
By  the  death  of  all  the  daughters  except 
one,  and  the  extinction  of  any  direct  de- 
scendants of  these  daughters,  the  abey- 
ance is  terminated  in  favour  of  the  sur- 
vivor, and  she  becomes  a  Baroness  in 
her  own  right.  By  the  favour  of  the 
Crown,  on  the  other  hand,  any  co-heir 
may  be  selected,  and  the  barony  revived 
in  his  or  her  person.  The  co-heir  se- 
lected being  summoned  by  writ,  and 
taking  precedence  as  if  sole  heir. 

Archbishops.— The  highest  dignity 
in  the  Church  is  that  of  "metropolitan 
prelate"  or  archbishop.  He  exercises 
control  over  Bishops;  rnd  the  limits 
ofhu  arcliiepiscopaljurisdiction  iscalled 
"  a  province,"  of  which  there  are  two  in 
England  (Canterbury  and  York),  and 
have  )een  hitherto  two  in  Ireland 
(Dublin  and  Armagh),    But  in  adiii- ' 


tion  to  these  functions,  he  has  the 
actual  cafe  of  a  diocese,  in  which  ho 
performs  all  the  duties  of  a  suffragan 
prelate»  owing  obedience,  however,  only 
to  the  Crown  and  the  Parliament. 
The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  can 
issue  licences  for  marriages  to  be 
solemnized  at  any  time  or  place;  and 
he  has  the  power  of  granting  tegrees 
like  those  of  a  University. 

Attainder. — A  capital  conviction  for 
treason  or  felony,  when  judgment  has 
actually  been  pronounced,  renders  a 
man  " attaint, aitinctus."  His  dignities 
are  not  only  destroyed  in  his  own  person, 
but  their  further  descent  arrested.  The 
obstruction  of  an  attaint  may  be  re- 
moved by  parliament  reversing  judg- 
ment ;  and  the  dignity  is  thereby  revived 
in  precisely  the  same  condition  as  if  it 
never  had  been  attainted. 

Baron. — This  though  now  the  lowest 
rank  in  the  peerage  is  the  most  ancient. 
It  may  be  derived  frcm  a  writ  of  sum- 
mons or  from  letters  patent.  The  former, 
if  followed  by  an  actual  sitting  in  the 
House  of  Lords,  constitutes  a  title  heri- 
table by  heirs  male  and  female  of  the 
'body  of  the  person  summoned.  The 
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latter  always  prescribes  the  course  of 
descent  in  express  words.  Both  these 
kinds  of  Baronies  are  in  existence  ;  but 
formerly  another  class  drew  their  ho- 
nours from  the  possession  of  certain 
lands.  These  "Baronies  by  tenure" 
are  obsolete,  though  many  heirs  of  such 
titles  exist,  possessing  baronies  by  writ 
or  patent. 

Baronets.— This  order  of  titled  per- 
Bons  was  founded  in  England  by  James  J., 
1611 ;  in  Ireland,  to  promote  the  planta- 
tion of  Ulster,  by  the  same  King,  1619; 
and  in  Scotland,  for  the  advancement 
of  Nova  Scotia  (see  p.  56),  by  Charles 
L,  1G25.  It  owes  its  birth  to  the 
necessities  of  James,  who  sought  to 
recruit  his  finances  by  the  condition 
annexed' to  the  title  of  paying  into 
the  exchequer  about  101)5/.,  being 
ostensibly  three  years'  pay  of  thirty 
soldiers  at  8d.  a  day  per  man.  The 

*  institution  of  the  order  in  Scotland  was 
connected  with  a  scheme  for  colonizing 
Nova  Scotia,  and  down  to  1G3S  the 
patents  contained  a  grant  of  lands  in 
that  colony,  though  it  had  before  that 
date  passed  into  the  possession  of  the 
French.  The  dignity  in  modern  times  has 
always  been  created  by  patent,  in  which  ] 
the  course  of  its  descent  is  prescribed — 
usually  to  the  heir  male  of  the  body  of 

■  the  first  grantee.  Many  patents,  pre- 
vious to  1S27,  contained  a  clause,  under 
which  the  eldest  son  of  a  Baronet  may 
claim,  Knighthood  on  coming  of  age. 
The  rank  of  Baronet  Is  a  "  necessary  " 
addition  to  the  name  in  all  cases,  and 
lias  to  be  written  in  full  in  official 
signatures.  The  abbreviation  "  Bt," 
(not  "hart,")  is  permissible  in  ordinary 
use. 

Bisuor. — Every  Bishop  must  have 
been  in  priest's  orders,  must  be  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age,  must  be  born  in 
lawful  wedlock,  and  must  be  recom- 
mended by  the  Crown  to  the  dean  and 
chapter  V  whom  he  is  elected.  Each 
new  Bishop  is  "consecrated;"  but  when 
a  prelate  is  removed  from  one  see  to 
another  the  process  is  called  "trans- 
lation."   The  majority  of  the  Bishops 


have  no  seats  in  the  House  of  Lords, 
being  Prelates  of  Scotland  or  Ireland,  or 
Colonial  or  Missionary  Bishops.  Of  the 
English,.and  Welsh  Prelates,  the  two 
Archbishops,  the  Bishops  of  London, 
Durham,  and  Winchester,  and  21  of 
the  remaining  30  Bishops, sit  as  spiritual 
peers,  the  eight  junior  Bishops  being 
excluded.  The  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man 
has  a  seat  but  no  vote. 

Countess.— The  wife  of  an  Earl,  or  the 
female  posse33or  of  a  peerage  of  that 
rank  in  her  own  right  by  descent  or  by 
creation. 

The  Distinguished  Service. Or- 
der.— This  Order  was  instituted  by- 
royal  warrant  dated  6th  September, 
1836,  for  the  purpose  of  adequately 
rewarding  the  distinguished  ser- 
vices of  commissioned  officers  of  the 
Naval  and  military  services  who  have 
been  honourably  mentioned  in  des- 
patches. It  is  to  consist  of  the  Sove- 
reign and  Companions. 

Dormant. — A  title  which  h  vested 
dejure,  but  is  not  claimed  or  assumed, 
or  the  right  to  which  cannot  be  estab- 
lished, is  styled  dormant.  Titles  not 
being  within  the  statute  of  limitations 
can  be  claimed  at  any  distance  of  time 
and  cannot  be  lost  by  disuse, 

Duke. — This,  the  highest  rank  in  the 
British  peerage,  datesits  origin  from  the 
11th  of  Edward  III.,  in  which  year  that 
King  created  his  eldest  son  a  Duke; 
previously  the  Kings  of  England  had 
themselves  been  styled  "Dukes"  of 
Norn1  an  dy,  and  were  naturally  restrained 
from  conferring  an  equal  titular  desig- 
nation upon  any  subject ;  but  Edward 
III.  claimed  to  be  "  King  of  France," 
and  he  was  the  first  to  create  an  Eng- 
lish Duke.  This  order  of  nobility  dis- 
appeared wholly  in  1572  by  the  extinc- 
tion of  the  heirs  of  all  upon  whom  it 
had  been  conferred,  or  by  the  attainder 
of  the  remaining  possessors  of  the  title; 
the  first  peer  subsequently  raised  to  tins 
rank  was  Ludovic  Stuart,  Duke  of  Rich- 
mond, 17th  May,  1G2^.    There  are  at 
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present  only  two  dukedoms  in  Ireland, 
those  of  Leinster  and  Abercorn,  besides  I 
the  Royal  Dukedom  of  Connaught. 

Earl.  — The  title  of  Earl  may  be 
raced  to  the  Saxon  earldorman,  or  the 
Danish  jarl;  but  its  constitution  as  a 
dignity  is,  of  course,  subsequent  in  date 
to  the  Norman  Conquest,  when  the  de- 
signation Comes,  Count,  or  Earl,  took  a 
prominent  place  in  the  peerage.  Till 
the  reign  of  Henry  III.  this  dignity, 
together  with  that  of  Baron,  wholly  con- 
stituted the  nobility  of  the  realm;  and 
previous  to  that  period  earldoms  seem 
in  several  instances  to  have  been  en- 
joyed, like  baronies,  as  a  consequence 
of  the  tenure  of  certain  lands.  Originally 
the  title  was  derived  from  the  name  of 
a  county,  the  government  of  which  was 
attached  to  the  honour;  but  in  modern 
times  the  dignity  and  the  duty  have  long 
been  divided,  and  towns,  villages,  and 
country  seats  occasionally  furnish  the 
name  of  an  Earl. 

Imperial  Service  Order. — In- 
stituted by  King  Edward  on  his  Coro- 
nation, 1902,  for  members  of  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  Empire,  to  be  conferred 
after  Long  and  Meritorious  Service, 

Knioht  Bachelor.  —  This  rank  is 
far  mor e  ancient  than  any  of  the  frater- 
nities existing  under  the  name  of  Orders 
By  the  mere  imposition  of  the  Sove- 
reign's sword  on  the  shoulder,  accom- 
panied with  the  words  "Arise,  Sir  ," 

its  privileges  are  conferred;  and  even 
the  members  of  the  Orders  of  Knight- 
hood must  all  now  receive  this  accolade 
before  they  can  assume  the  designation 
of  "Sir."  When  residence  abroad  pre- 
vents the  personal  reception  of  this  ho- 
nour, it  has  of  late  become  the  practice 
to  issue  letters  patent  granting  the 
"style,  title,  and  dignity  of  a  knight  " 
to  the  fi  voured  individual.  The  prefix 
of  "Sir"  is  exclusively  English  as  ap- 
pertain Mig  to  Knighthood,  and  is  not  ne- 
cessarily borne  by  any  Foreign  knight. 
In  Ireland  the  Lord-Lieutenant  can 
confer  he  honour  of  Knighthood. 
The  or  in  of  the  designation  Knight 
Bachel<    is  plausibly  derived  by  some 


authors  from  the  words  bas  chevalier, 
indicating  the  superiority  of  the  class 
of  Knights  Banneret  who  were  created 
under  tj,ie  royal  standard  displayed  in 
open  war. 

Knights  of  the  Most  Honoor. 
able  Order  of  the  .Bath. — The 
practice  of  creatingKnights  with  various 
ceremonies,  of  which  bathing  was  one, 
is  undoubtedly  a  custom  of  considerable 
antiquity;  but  the  institution  which  now 
bears  the  name  cannot  be  traced  as  a 
State  Order,  regulated  by  statutes  and 
ordinances,  beyond  the  year  1  725.  The 
close  of  the  war  led  to  a  re-modelling  of 
its  constitution  in  1S15,  and  the  long 
continuance  of  peace  produced  an  ana- 
logous result  in  1847.  The  new  statutes 
published  in  the  latter  year  introduced 
the  means  of  extensively  rewarding  civil 
services,  and,  by  abolishing  a  mass  of 
absurd  or  conflicting  ordinances,  reduced 
the  whole  to  a  consistent  and  rational 
institution.  It  contains  three  classes, 
viz.  Knights  Grand  Cross,  Knights 
Commander,  and  Companions.  The 
latter  are  not  entitled  to  the  prefix  of 
"  Sir,"  but  the  two  former  always  re- 
ceive the  accolade.  These  three  classes 
are  each  subdivided  into  three  minor 
divisions,  viz.  Military,  Civil,  and  Ho- 
norary. Services  in  the  army  or  navy 
are  rewarded  by  the  first  of  these  minor 
divisions;  services  in  diplomacy,  on  the 
bench,  in  high  official  stations,  &c,  are 
acknowledged  by  the  second;  services 
rendered  by  foreign  princes  or  officers 
are  rewarded  by  the  third. 

LuRds  of  Session.— For  a  consider- 
able period  the  Scottish  judges  have 
during  their  tenure  of  office  been  styled 
Lords.  In  Ireland  the  judges  are  fre- 
quently sworn  in  privy  councillors,  and 
in  England  they  are  usually  knighted ; 
but  in  Scotland  the  title  of  Lord  is  pre- 
fixed either  to  the  name  of  their  family 
seats  or  to  their  patronymic  :  of  the  for- 
mer practice  Lord  Kyliachy  affords  an 
instance  —  of  the  latter  Lord  Stor- 
month-Darling  is  an  example.  In  the 
case  of  the  heads  of  the  court,  how- 
ever, the  Lord  Justice  General  and  the 
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Lord  Justice  Clerk,  the  title  is  not 
officially  used,  except  during  the 
ceremony  of  first  taking  seat  upon 
the  bench.  By  Royal  Warrant  of  Feb 
S,  1905,  they  are  now  permitted  tore- 
tain  their  title  on  retirement,  and  their 
Wives  are  also  granted  the  title  of 
"  Lady,"  to  be  retained  during  widow- 
hood. 

Lozips  Spiritual.— The  Bishops  col- 
lectively in  their  legislative  capacities 
are  called  Lords  Spiritual,  as  the  other 
members  of  the  Hon  se  of  Peers  are  called 
Lords  Temporal. 

Marquess. — This  title  was  unknown 
in  England  till  Richard  II.  created  a 
Marquess  of  Dublin.  It  is  said  to  derive 
its  origin  from  the  word  Marchio,  Lord 
Marcher,  whose  duty  it  was  to  guard  the 
Welsh  and  Scottish  frontiers, which  were 
called  Marches.  Till  of  late  years  it  oc- 
curred very  sparingly  in  the  lists  of  Peers 
andeven  at  present  it  furnishes  the  small- 
est number  of  any  rank  in  the  nobility.  | 

Ordfii  of  the  Crown-  of  Ikpia 
was  instituted  to  commemorate  the 
assumption  by  Queen  Victoria  of  the 
title  of  Empress  of  India.  To  consist  of 
the  Sovereign,  Princesses  of  the  Royal 
and  Imperial  House,  the  wives  or  other 
female  relatives  of  Indian  princes,  and 
of  other  Indian  ladies  the  Sovereign 
may  think  fit;  and  also  of  the  wives  or  i 
other  female  relatives  of  any  of  the  per-  I 
sons  who  have  held,  now  hold,  or  may 
hereafter  hold  the  offices  of  Viceroy  of 
India  and  Governor-General  of  India, 
Governor  of  Madras  or  Bombay,  or  of 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  India. 

Most  Noble  Order  of  the 
Garter. — The  year  1348  is  that  usu- 
ally assigned  as  the  date  of  the  in- 
stitution of  this  fraternity.  Popular 
tradition  attributes  its  foundation  to 
the  accident  of  a  lady's  garter  being 
picked  up  by  Edward  III.  at  a  court 
festival,  when  he  checked  the  mirth  of 
bystanders  by  the  exclamation  Honi  soil 
que  tnal  i  pensc,  and  permanently  con- 
verted r  rivial  accident  into  a  source  of 
honour  .  id  distinction  by  founding  a 


fraternity  of  Knights  with  that  motto  and 
the  decoration  of  an  embroidered  garter. 
It  consists  of  the  Sovereign, the  Prince  of 
Wales/wenty-fiyeKnifrhts  Companions, 
and  svieh  lineal  descendants  of  George 
II.  as  may  be  elected  extra  Knight, 

Of.der  of  theGuelths  of  Hano- 
ver.—This,  though  no  longer  a  British 
fraternity,  enjoyed  that  distinction  for 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  Eng- 
lishmen have  more  largely  participated 
in  its  honours  than  the  natives  of  Hano- 
ver. It  was  founded  by  George  I  v.  in 
1815,  and  consists  of  three  classes — 
Knights  Grand  Cross,  Knights  Com- 
mander, and  Knights;  the  latter,  how- 
ever, in  this  country,  have  no  other 
attribute  of  Knighthood  than  the  namej 
and  correspond  exactly  to  the  Cavalieri 
or  Companions  of  other  Orders  ;  but  in 
Hanover  they  enjoy  several  privileges. 

The  Order  of  the  Hospital  of 
Sr.  John  of  Jerusalem,  incor- 
porated by  Royal  Charter,  1S8S,  under 
the  title  of  the  "  Grand  Priory  of  the 
Order  of  the'Hospital  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem  in  England,"  is  the  English 
Langue  or  branch  of  the  celebrated 
Order  of  the  Knights  of  St.  John,  esta- 
blished at  Jerusalem  at  the  time  of  the 
1st  Crusade  and  was  founded  at 
Clerkenwell  about  1100  a.d.  It  was 
suppressed  by  Elizabeth,  and  not  re- 
vived until  after  the  dispersal  of  the 
Order  on  the  capture  of  Malta  by 
Buoraparte.  The  head  of  the  fraternity 
is  the  Sovereign,  and  the  various 
grades  are  a  Grand  Prior,  a  Sub-Prior, 
a  titular  Bailiff  of  Egle,  Honorary 
Bailiffs,  Commanders,  Knights  and 
Ladies  of  Justice,  Knights  and  Ladiei? 
of  Grace,  Esquires,  and  Serving 
Brothers  and  Sisters.  The  Chancery 
of  the  Order  is  in  the  gateway  of  the 
original  Priory  in  Clerkenwell,  which  is 
still  standing. 

Most  Eminent  Oudkr  of  the 
Indian  Empire.— This  Order  was  in- 
stituted by  the  Queen  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1878,  to  commemorate  the 
event  of  the  proclamation  of  Her 
Majesty's  style  and  title  of  Empress 
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of  India  in  the  Indian  Dominions 
and  for  the  reward  of  important  and 
useful  services  rendered  to  the  Indian 
Empire.  It  was  enlarged  in  1S86 
and  again  in  1S87,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  first  Jubilee,  and  now  con- 
sists of  the  Sovereign,  a  Grand  Master 
(Viceroy  for  the  time  being),  Knights 
Grand  Commander  (not  exceeding  25), 
Knights  Commander  (not  exceeding 
92),  and  Companions  (nominations  not 
to  exceed  20  in  any  one  year);  persons 
who  by  their  services,  official  or  other, 
to  the  Empire  in  India,  and  such  dis- 
tinguished representatives  of  Eastern 
Potentates  as  Her  Majesty  may 
think  fit  and  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment. The  Councillors  for  and  in  the 
Indian  Empire  are  ex  officio  and  for 
life  Companions  of  the  Order. 

Order  op  Merit. — Instituted  by 
King  Edward  on  his  Coronation,  1902, 
and  consisting  of  one  class  of  members, 
subjects  of  the  Crown,  who  have  ren- 
dered exceptionally  meritorious  service 
in  the  Navy  and  Army  or  towards  the 
advancement  of  Art,  Literature,  and 
Science,  the  number  not  to  exceed 
twenty-four.* 

Most  Distinguished  Order  of 
St.  Michael  and  St.  George. — 
This  Order  was  established  by  letters 
patent  in  1318,  and  enlarged  in  1832 
and  1839  for  the  purpose  of  afford- 
ing an  appropriate  medium  by  which 
marks  of  royal  favour  might  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  nativt  of  Malta  and 
the  Ionian  Islands,  as  well  as  upon 
British  subjects  whose  services  may  be 
connected  with  these  dependencies  of 
the  Crown.  It  consists  of  three  classes 
— Knights  Grand  Cross,  Knights  Com-

mander,  and  Companions  (substituted 
for  Cavalicri  in  1851).  In  1SG9 
the  Queen  was  pleased  to  sanction 
such  ^-modification  of  the  statutes  of 
this  order,  and  such  an  enlargement 
of  its  numbers  as  to  render  it  available 
as  a  reward  of  distinguished  merit  or 
service  in  any  of  the  colonial  posses- 
sions of  the  Empire.  In  1879  and  1887 
this  Order  of  Knighthood  was  still  fur- 
ther  enlarged  and  new  statutes  issued, 
and  the  number  of  members  is  now  not 
I  to  exceed  65  G.C.M.G. ;  200  K.C.M.G.; 
and  342  C.M.G.,  in  addition  to  extra 
members  being  Princes,  descendants 
cf  George  I.,  and  honorary  members, 
consisting  of  foreign  princes,  &c. 

Most  Illustrious  Order  of 
St.  Patrick.— This  fraternity  of 
Knights  was  instituted  in  1783  as 
a  national  Order  for  Ireland,  corre- 
sponding to  the  Thistle  in  Scotland  and 
the  Garter  in  England.  The  Lorci- 
Lieutenant,  Lords  deputy,  or  Lords  jus- 
tices were  appointed  ex  officio  Grand 
Masters,  and  the  Order  consists  of 
twenty-two  Knights,  in  addition  to 
which  all  persons  who  have  held  the 
office  of  Lord-Lieutenant  are  authorized 
to  retain  the  insignia  of  the  Order  after 
they  have  retired  from  the  government 
of  Ireland. 

Most  Exalted  Order  of  the  Star 
or  India. — This  Order  was  instituted 
by  Queen  Victoria  in  1801,  and  enlarged 
1SGG  and  1876  for  the  express  purpose  of 
rendering  high  honour  to  conspicuous 
loyalty  and  merit  in  the  princes,  chiefs 
and  people  of  her  Indian  Empire.  The 
Order  consists  of  the  Sovereign,  a  Grand 
Master  (the  Viceroy  of  India),  thirty 
Knights  Grand  Commanders  ;  eighty- 
five  Knights  Commanders,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy  Companions,  exclu- 
sive of  extra  and  honorary  members. 

Most  Ancient  a>d  Most  Noble 
Order  ok  the  T"istle. — Authori- 
ties are  divided  as  to  the  period  to 
which  the  origin  of  this  Order  may 
be  traced ;  some  going  as  far  back 
as  Achaius,  King  of  the  Scots,  and 
others  dating  its  establishment  from  a 
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warrant  issued  by  James  VII.  of  Scot- 
andand  II.  of  England  in  1687.  The 
number  of  Knights  is  sixteen. 

Privy  Councillor. — The  Privy 
Council  includes  the  responsible  minis- 
ters of  the  Crown,  a  few  of  the  judges, 
some  diplomatists,  and  many  peers 
and  commoners  distinguished  in  the 
public  service.  In  number  it  is  un- 
limited. Under  its  authority  many  acts 
are  done,  bat  the  measures  which  pass 
under  its  name  chiefly  proceed  from  its 
own  sub-committees — the  Cabinet,  the 
Judicial  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trade, 
&c.  Privy  Councillors  enjoy  the  title  Of 
Right  Honourable,  and  are  ex  officio 
entitled  to  become  magistrates  in  every 
county  without  being  required  to  possess 
the  usual  landed  qualification.  They 
also  possess  the  privilege  of  the  entree 
at  drawing  rooms,  levees,  state  balls,  &c. 

Royal  Viotobian  Order. —  This 
was  created  in  180G,  for  bestowal  by  the 
Sovereign  upon  those  subjects  whose 
personal  services  it  might  be  desired  to  ! 
recognize,  and  any  foreign  princes  and  I 


|  persons  upon  whom  the  Sovereign 
may  think  fit  to  confer  it.  It  consists 
of  five  classes,  Knights  Grand  Cress, 
Knights  .Commanders,  Commanders, 
and  members  of  the  fourth  and  fifth 
classes,  who  take  precedence  as  indi- 
cated on  pages  55  and  56.  The  Royal 
Victorian  Chain  orCollaris  a  decoration 
founded  by  the  King  in  1902,  to  bo 
bestowed  on  special  occasions. 

Viscount.— This  is  the  most  modern 
of  all  the  ranks  in  the  Peerage.  It  was 
introduced  into  England  in  1440,  and  has 
always  been  conferred  by  letters  patent. 
The  word  vice-comes  had  long  been  used 
to  designate  the  sheriff  of  a  county,  and 
the  French  modification  of  that  terms 
viscount,  was  adopted  whsn  a  titular 
dignity  was  created,  to  which,  however, 
no  shadow  of  official  trust  was  assigned. 
It  has  never  been  largely  conferred,  and 
as  a  chief  title  does  not  at  present  con- 
stitute one-twentieth  of  the  English 
peerage;  in  Ireland,  however,  it  bear, 
a  much  larger  proportion  to  the  whole 
body,  being  about  one-fifth.

OF  ADDRESSING 

LETTERS  TO  PERSONS  OF  TITLE, 


BEFORE  the  reader  can  ascertain  the  correct  mode  of  addressing  any  person 
of  title,  it  is  first  necessary  that  ho  should  learn  the  precise  rank  of  the 
individual,  as  well  as  the  hereditary  personal  or  official  distinctions hy  which 
that  rank  is  often  modified.  Information  of  this  kind  lie  will  find  under 
cacli  person's  name  in  Part  I.  and  II.  of  this  volume;  and  then,  by  referring 
to  the  following  series  of  statements  (in  which  tho  ranks,  &c,  are  alpha- 
♦helically  arranged),  he  can  apply  the  general  rule  to  the  individual  instance, 
and  find  the  correct  mode  of  addressing  letters  to  every  member  of  the 
titled  classes. 


Archbishop. —Letters  are  addressed 
"His  Grace  the  Lord  Archbishop  of 

 ,"and  commence  with  the  words 

"My  Lord  Archbishop ;"  hut  more  for- 
mal documents  describe  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  as  "  The  Most  Reverend 
Father  in  God,  Randall  Thomas 
Davidson,  by  Divine  Providence  Lord 
Archbi3hep  of  Canterbury."  Other 
archbishops,  like  suffragan  bishops,  are 
styled  "by  Divine  permission."  In 
letters  and  conversation  an  archbishop 
is  not  addressed  as  "Your  Lordship," 
but  as  "  Your  Grace."  The  Archbishop 
of  Armagh  is  usually  addressed  in  lie- 
land  as  "  His  Grace  the  Lord  Primate  of 
Ireland."  One  Irish  bishop, viz.,  Meath, 
which  was  anciently  an  archiepiscopal 
see,  continues  to  enjoyone  of  the  hono- 
rary distinctions  of  an  archbishop,  and 
to  be  styled  "  Most  Reverend." 

Auchrishops'  Wives  enjoy  no  title 
whatevei  in  rignt  of  their  husband's 
official  >.  nk,  and  are  addressed  as 
"Mrs."  imply. 


Baron,— Letters  are  addressed  "  The 

Right  Honourable  Lord   ,"  and 

commence  with  the  words  "  My  Lord.1' 
When  personally  referred  to,  he  is  styled 
"  Your  Lordship." 

Baron's  Daughter. — Letters  are  ad- 
dressed "The  Honourable  Mary  ," 

or  if  married,  "The  Honourable  Mrs, 

 ,"  and  commence  with  the  word 

"  Madam." 

Baron'3  Son. — Letters  are  addressed 

"The  Honourable  James   ,"  or 

"The  Honourable  William  ,"  as 

the  case  may  be,  and  commence  with 
the  word  "  Sir." 

Baron's  Son's  Wife.— Letters  are 

addressed  "The  Honourable  Mrs.  ," 

and  commence  with  the  word  "Madam." 

Baron's  Wife  and  Barosess  in  her 
own  right. — Letters  are,  according  to 
strict  formality,  addressed  as  "The 

Right  Honourable  Lady  ;"  but 

in  the  majority  of  instances  the  from 

adopted  is  "  The  Lady  1 — The 

commencement  of  the  letter  is  "Ma- 
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dam,"  but  when  personally  referred  to, 
she  is  styled  "  Your  Ladyship." 

Baronets.  —  Letters  are  addressed 

"Sir  John   ,  Baronet,"  or  "Sir 

William  ,  Baronet,'-  as  the  case 

maybe;  and  commence  with  the  word 
"Sir.'  If  an  abbreviation  is  used,  it 
should  be  "  bt.,"  not  "  bart." 

Baronets'  Wives. — Letters  arc  ad- 
dressed "T-dy   ,"  without  any 

Christian  name  (unless  she  be  the  daugh- 
ter of  an  earl,  marquess,  or  duke),  and 
commence  with  the  word  "Madam;" 
but  when  personally  referred  to,  a  baro- 
net's wife  is  styled  "  Your  Ladyship." 

Bishops.  —  Letters  are  usually  ad- 
dressed "  The  Right  Reverend  the  Lord 

Bishop  of  ,"  and  commence  with 

the  words  "My  Lord;"  but  frequently 
the  prefix  of  "Right  Reverend"  is 
omitted.  In  more  formal  documents 
the  style  is  "The  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God,  William  (or  George,  &n., 
|     as  the  case  may  be),  by  Divine  pernris- 

Rion  Lord  Bishop  of  ."  Bishops 

suffragan  are  by  custom  entitled  to  the 
same  style  as  if  they  were  territorial 
Bishops.  The  Scottish  bishops  are 
not  usually  addressed-  by  the  title  of 
their  diocese,  but  by  their  own  name, 
thus,  "The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Hal- 
dane;"  and  the  commencement  is  not 
"My  Lord, "but  "  Right  Reverend  Sir." 
For  some  years,  however,  many  of  these 
prelates  have  favoured  the  practice 
of  using  a  territorial  title,  Colonial 
bishops  are  addressed  like  those  of  the 
mother  country.  Colonial  Metropolitans 
are  addressed  like  archbishops  as  Most 
Rev. 

Bishops'  Wives  enjoy  no  title  what- 
ever in  right  of  their  husband's  profes- 
sional rank,  and  are  addressed  as 
"Mrs."  simply. 

Countess.  —  Letters  are  addressed 
1 '  The  Eight  Honourable  the  Countess  of 

 ,"  or  less  formally  "The  Countess 

of  ,  and  commence  with  the  word 

"Madam;'  but  when  personally  referred 
to,  she  is  styled  "  Your  Ladyship." 

DireiiESS.  —  Letters   are  addressed 

"Her  Gn  :e  the  Duchess  of  ," 

and  comm  nee  with  the  word"Madam;5' 


but  when  personally  referred  to,  she  is 
styled  "Your  Grace." 

Duke.— Letters  are  addressed  "His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  ,"  and  com- 
mence with  the  words  "  My  Lord  Duke ;" 
when  personally  referred  to,  he  is  styled 
"  Your  Grace." 

Duke's  Daughter.— Letters  are  ad- 
dressed "The  Lady  Mary  ,"  or 

"The  Lady  Margaret  "  (as  the 

case  may  be).  They  commence  with 
the  word  "Madam;"  and  when  per- 
sonally referred  to,  she  is  styled  "  Your 
Ladyship."  If  a  duke's  daughter 
marries  a  person  of  inferior  rank,  it 
only  changes  her  surname. 

Duke's  eldest  Son.— He  uses  the 
second  title  of  his  father  by  courtesy,  and 
his  letters  are  addressed  precisely  as  if 
he  enjoyed  a  marquessate  or  earldom,  as 
the  case  may  be  (although  in  law  he  is, 
like  all  peers'  sons,  only  an  esquire).

Duke's  younger  Son.— Letters  are 
addressed  usually  as  "  The  Lord  William 

 ,"  or  "The  LorJ  John   ." 

They  commence  with  the  words  "My 
Lord  ;"  and  when  personally  referred  to, 
he  is  styled  "  Your  Lordship." 

Duke's  -younger  Son's  Wiee.— 
Letters  are  addressed  (unless  when  the 
wife  is  of  superior  rank  to  the  husband)

Lady  John  ."   They  commence 

with  the  word  "Madam,"  and  when 
personally  referred  to,  she  is  styled 
"  Your  Ladyship." 

Earl. — Letters  are  addressed  "The 

Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  ,' 

or  less  formally  "The  Earl  of  >  ." 

They  commence  with  "My  Lord,"  and 
when  personally  referred  to,  he  is  styled 
"  Your  Lordship." 

Earl's  Daughter. —Like  Duke's 
Daughter,  which  see. 

Earl's  eldest  Son. — Letters  are  ad- 
dressed as  if  he  enjoyed  by  right  the 
title  which  he  bears  by  courtesy. 

Earl's  younger  So.w— Though  an 
Earl's  daughters  have  the  same  prefix 
as  those  of  a  Duke,  yet  the  sons  of  an 
Earl  are  only  "Honourables."  Letters 
are  addressed  like  those  to  barons'  sons, 
which  sep.

King. — Letters  are  addressed  to  "The 
King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,"  and 
commence  with  the  word  "Sire  f  when 
personally  referred  to,  lie  is  styled 
"  Your  Majesty."  Another  form  of  ad- 
dress frequently  adopted,  is  a  mixture 
of  the  first  and  third  persons  thus,  "Mr. 
Balfour  presents  his  duty  ro  ycur  \ 
Majesty." 

Knight  Bachelor. — Letters  are  ad- 
dressed "  Sir  John  ,"  or  "Sir  Wil- 
liam  "  (as  the  casemaybe),  with- 
out the  addition  of  "  Knight."  They 
commence  with  the  word  "Sir."

Knight  of  the  Bath. —  Like  Knight 
Bachelor,  but  with  the  addition  of  the 
letters  G.C.E.  orK.C.B.  after  the  sur- 
name, a'  cording  to  the  individual  case. 

Knight  of  thh  Star  of  India. — 
Like  Kniglft  Ifachelc-,  b^it  with,  th? 
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addition  of  the  letters  G. C.S.I,  or 
K.C.S.I.  after  the  surname,  according 
to  the  class  possessed. 

Knight  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
George.— Like  Knight  Bachelor,  but 
!  with   the   addition   of  G.C.M.G.  or 
K.C.M.G.  after  the  surname,  according 
to  the  individual  case. 

Knight  of  the  Indian  Empire. — 
Like  Knight  Bachelors,  but  with  the 
addition  of  G.C.I.E.,  or  K.C.I.E.,  after 
the  surname,  according  to  the  indi. 
vidual case. 

Knights  of  the  PiOyat,  Vic- 
torian Order. — Like  Knight  Bache- 
lors, but  with  the  addition  of  G.C.V.O. 
or  K.C.V.O.  after  the  surname,  ac- 
cording to  the  individual  case. 

Knight's  Wife.— The  wives  of 
Knights  of  the  various  Orders  are  ad- 
dressed  like  Knight  Bachelor's  Vile.  " 

Lord  Advocate. — Letters  are  ad- 
dressed with  the  prefix  of  "Right  Ho- 
nourable," and  commence  with  the  word 
"  Sir,"  not  "  My  Lord  " 
I  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland.— 
Letters  are  addressed  "His  Excellency 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,"  and  commence 
according  to  the  hereditary  rank  of  the 
individual,  "My  Lord  Marquess," " My 
Lord,"  &c.  Vide  each  rank.  If  how- 
ever he  happens  to  be  a  duke,  he  is 
not  addressed  as  "His  Excellency," but 
as  "  His  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant." 

Lord  Mayor. — Lettei  ~.are  addressed 
"  The  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Mayor,"  and  commence  with  the  words 
"  My  Lord."  In  England  there  are  lord 
mayors  of  London,  York,  Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds,  Sheffield, 
and  Bristol,  and  in  Ireland  of  Dublin, 
Belfast  and  Cork.  In  1902  the  title  was 
conferred  on  the  Mayors  of  Sydney  and 
Melbourne.   Vide  Mayor. 

Lord  of  Session.— Letters  are  ad- 
dressed "The  Honourable  Lord  K)l- 
lachy,"  &c.  (as  the  case  may  be),  and 
commence  with  the  words  "My  Lord." 
The  two  heads  of  the  Court  of  Session 
are  addressed  by  their  ordinary  name 
and  titles  (with  the  prefix  of  Honour- 
able  falling  any  other  title),  followed  by 
"Lord  Justice  General,"  or  "Lord 
Justice  Clerk,"  as  the  ease  maybe.

Marquess. — Letters  are  addressed

commence  "  My  Lord  Marquess."  When 
personally  addressed,  he  is  styled  "  My 
Lord"  simply;  and  when  incidentally 
referred  to,  "  Your  Lordship."

— Like  a 
Duke's  younger  son,  which  see. 

Marquess'  younger  Son's  Wife. — 
Like  a  Duke's  younger  son's  wife, 
which  see. 

Mayors.— Letters  are  addressed  "The 

Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  ,"  | 

and  commence  with  the  word  "Sir." 
This  form  is  however  seldom  adopted, 
except  in  formal  petitions,  or  official 
letters  referring  solely  to  corporate 
business.     Letters  are  more  usually 

addressed  "The  Mayor  of  "simply. 

Vide  Lord  Mayor. 

Members  of  Parliament.  —  The 
letters  M.P.  are  added  after  the  sur- 
name, in  addition  to  any  other  distinc- 
tion which  the  individual  may  enjoy. 

Military  Officer.— The  military 
rank  is  always  prefixed  to  any  other 
title  which  the  individual  may  possess, 

thus,  "Major-General  Sir  Henry  , 

K.C.B.,"  "Colonel  the  Earl  of  Long- 
ford," Sc. 

Naval  Officer.— The  3ame  rule 
prevails  here  as  with  military  officers, 
which  sec. 

Prihcj  —Letters  are  addressed  "His 

Royal  H'£  anessPrince  ,"or  "His 

Royal  Hi  hnesa  the  Duke  of  —  ," 


when  a  prince  is  also  a  duke.  They 
commence  with  the  word  "Siir,"and  not 
"  My  Lord  Duke;"  when  personally  re- 
ferred to,  he  is  styled  "  Your  Royal  High- 
ness.**" 

Princess.  —  Letters  are  addressid 
"Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess 

 ,"  or  "Her  Royal  Highness  the 

Duchess  of  "  (as  the  case  may  be). 

They  commence  with  the  word  "Ma- 
dam," and  when  personally  referred  to, 
she  is  styled  "  Your  Royal  Highness." 

Prince's  Wife. — Like  a  princess  by 
birth,  which  see. 

Privy  Councillor. — Letters  are 
addressed  with  the  prefix  of  "  Right 
Honourable,"  whatever  may  be  the 
rank  which  the  individual  otherwise 
enjoys,  as  "The  Right  Hon. Sir  Michael 
Hicks-Beach,  Bart.,"  "  The  Right  Hon. 
John  Morley,  M.P.;"  but  in  no  other 
respect  does  the  office  confer  any  title. 

Privy  Councillors' Wives. — These 
enjoy  no  title  whatever  in  right  of  their 
husband's  seat  at  the  council  board. 

Queen. — Letters  to  Her  present 
Majesty  are  addressed  "Her  Most  Ex- 
|  cellent Majesty  Queen  .Alexandra,"  and 
commence  with  the  word  "Madam;" 
when  personally  referred  to,  she  is  styled 
"  Your  Majesty." 

Viscount.  —  Letters  are  addressed 
"  The  Right  Honourable  Lord  Viscount 

 ,"  or  less  formally  "The  Lord 

Viscount  ,"  They  commence  with 

|  the  words  "My  Lord;"  and  when  per- 
sonally referred  to,  he  is  styled  "  Your 
Lordship." 

Viscountess.— Letters  are  addressed 
"The  Right  Honourable  the  Viscountef  s 

 ,"  orlessformally  "  The  Viscountess 

 ."   They  commence  with  the  word 

"  Madam;"  and  when  personally  referre  d 
to,  she  is  styled  "Your  Ladyship."
